The Citrus Situation. 


From December 2fi. l i l l l . to May 1, V.)V>. the Covina Fruit Ex­ 
change, through the two associations, shipped MHi>00 boxes of navels 
and 
miscellaneous 
winter 
fruit. 
This is eight 
hundred 
carloads. 
Added to this amount is a considerable number of carloads shipped 
by independent 
concerns, the figures of which are never available. 
The round number in boxes from the Covina district may safely be 
placed at. oOO.OOO. as the Exchange ships about sixty-five per cent nf 
the fruit on the average. 
These . W 000 boxes netted about 
ninety- 
five cents per box to the grower, after 
expenses of packing and 
shipping had been deducted. 
This makes the amount returned to 


he. about +475,000. 
This is to the grower in the immediate 
f'ovina 
district. It docs not include frwiudale or Charter Oak on the east 
and 
west. 
The whole amount in money returned to the f'ovina 
valley, including everything but the Aziisa and fflendora districts on 
Hie north, figures close to a million dollars. 


This was last year. 
Prior to the freeze last week the f'ovina dis­ 
trict had a, larger and better crop on the trees than ever before. 
.Just 
how this fruit would have sold had it not, been frozen, is merely a 
mater of eonjectlire. 
It. is safe to say that, there was again, in the 
Covina valley, a million dollars' worth of fruit ready for market. 


After packing- for a few days last week and the beginning of this 
week, the packing houses in the f'ovina district closed down. The 
fruit was showing up so badly frost-bitten that, it was deemed in­ 
advisable to try to market it. The pickers were called out of the 
orchards. 
The packing house managers will wait another 
month, 
when part of the frozen fruit will have dropped to the ground, thus 
culling it out naturally, and Ihen, if tln-re remains any good fruit on 
the tree, this will be packed and shipped. 


For those who wish to know if there is lo be any returns from I he 
7iavei crop this year, there is Ihis to s a y : 


It has happened several times in the history of the California eilrus 
business that a c m p has been very greatly damatred, and the result 
has never been as bad as i! was lirst thought lo be. One of the reasons 
is that Hie greater portion of citrus shipments lo the eastern markets 
come from' California, and when no shipments are sent 
from 
here. 
Hie prices on the fruit are very markedly higher. 
There is one thing 
lhal can be banked on for a surety, which is that citrus fruits are 
going to fetch a high price Inter in the season, owing to the scarcity. 


This is the argument in favor of holding the fruit until later. 
If is 
a distressing filing to watch the fruit piling up on the. ground, but 
this is the Maine fruit that would rot in transit, or which would be 
condemned by the goverunieiil. 
That which remains on the free will 
be partly good fruit, and this fruit will command high prices.

knows but (hat high prices will bring the fruit grower <|uilc a ham

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REPORT OF SEWER COMMISSION SHOWS 


WHOLE COST TO BE OVER TWO MILL 


Mayor C. S. Beardsley of 
Covlna, 
who represents this city in company 
with other members of the board of 
trustees 
on the T r u n k 
Line 
Outfall 
Sewer 
Commission, 
which 
contem­ 
plates launching the project of carry­ 
ing sewage to the • sea from 
several 
inland towns, has placed in the hands 
of the Argus a detailed report 
filed 
before 
the commission 
by the 
engi­ 
neers of the project, Olmstead & Gll- 
lelen. 
Senator Wlllam J. Carr, 
city 
attorney of Pasadena, will this week 
place before the state legislature an 
act authorizing the formation bf sewer 
districts, drawn purposely to give le­ 
gal support to the San Gabriel valley 
pro.iect. 
A detailed r e p o r t ' from 
the 
engineers was read at a meeting of 
t h e T r u n k Line Outfall 
Sewer 
Com­ 
mission, held in Pasadena on January 
10, and tlje principal facts in this re­ 
port are as follows: 


POPULATION OF F U T U R E . 


The first question 
confronting 
the 
engineers w a s the future 
population 
of the San Gabriel valley, and its dis 
position 
over 
the 
various 
drainage 
districts 
comprising 
that 
territory. 
First, a sheet was submitted showing 
t h e population as taken by the federal 
census 
in 1910. 
A number 
of 
dia 
grams 
and 
tables 
were 
introduced 
showing the methods adopted by the 
engineers after getting at the popula­ 
tion of the valley in 1950. 
The year 
1950 was selected because forty 
year 
bonds, which 
would 
probably 
be is­ 
sued to pay for the work, would ma­ 
ture about this time. 


An estimate was made of Los An­ 
geles city in 1950. This was diagram­ 
ed from the Chicago and New 
York 
curves of growth, and from these an 
estimate was made that in the year 
1950 Los Angeles would have a popu­ 
lation 
of 
2,250,000. 
Many 
factors, 
which no one can analyze, enter into 
this estimate, but with the 
comple­ 


tion of 
the 
Panama 
Canal 
and 
the 
Owens River aqueduct, It is believed 
the estimate Is conservative. 


T h e final figures for the population 
of 
the various 
districts of the 
San 
Gabriel 
valley 
were 
derived 
in 
the 
main 
from 
platting 
the 
curves 
of 
growth 
for 
the 
counties 
of 
Morris, 
Essex 
and 
Pasiac 
in 
New 
Jersey. 
These counties bear about the 
same 
relatio'n to New York city that 
the 
San Gabriel valley does to Los An­ 
geles with the result that the 
total 
population 
for 
the area 
of the 
San 
Gabriel 
valley 
sewered 
by 
this 
im­ 
provement 
(175,000 
acres), 
amounts 
to 1.0S9.160. 


The total trenching yardage of the 
various lines for the different 
sized 
pipes 
was 
in 
every 
case 
calculated 
and 
a total 
cost 
of each 
individual 
line 
was 
made 
which 
included, 
be­ 
sides the cost of the pipe in place, its 
proper 
proportion 
of 
the 
cost 
for 
treatment 
works, 
admlnstration, 
en­ 
gineering, rights-of-way, contingencies, 
etc. 
A 
tabulation 
was 
submitted 
showing the cost of each 
individual 
line, as above, a n d ' a grand total for 
the whole improvement. T h e cost w a s 
liberally estimated for the best class 
of construction, 
vitrified 
pipe up 
to 
and including 24 Inch diameter, dou­ 
ble ring brick or qoncrete construction 
for slze3 larger than that. 
T h e 
unit 
price adopted for the brick was ?20 
per thousand when laid, and for 
the 
concrete w o r k $13 a cubic yard. 
T h e 
most 
modern 
appliances, 
including 
the 
use of 
the 
Emscher 
or 
Imboff 
tanks were adopted for the treatment 
of the sewage of the whole 
system, 
the main t a n k s being located in 
the 
Whittier Narrows, and the

the ingenious theory that the valen- 
cias were not damaged 
a bit. 
T h e 
temperature at Portervllle was 18 or 
20, 
according 
to 
"official" 
reports, 
and the unofficial ones were still low­ 
er. 
It 
may 
be that 
cold 
like 
that 
does no harm to valencias in Tulare 
county, but anywhere else it certainly 
fixes ' them 
good 
and 
plenty. 
T h e 
greener fruit 
is the more it 
suffers 
from cold, and 
the theory that

As a matter of fact this freeze was 
so general and so serious that no lo­ 
cality can point the finger of s c o r n ' a t 
any other locality or claim immunity 
from frost

This, 
moreover, 
Is true—the 
next 
freeze 
might come in November 
or 
early In December Instead of January; 
and then the northern oranges would 
still be cn the trees. 
No forecast can 
be made on that matter. 
The period 
of danger 
is from 
November 
15 to 
January 15, and no time within 
that 
period 
can 
be 
considered 
immune 
from fro3t damage. 


This is a very poor time to indulge 
in 
criticisms 
of 
other 
localities 
or 
"invidious comparisons." 
All the cit­ 
r u s growing localities 
in 
the 
state 
have suffered, and we can only hope 
it will not happen again for a good 
many years. Probablj it will not, but 
nobody can tell what section will be 
hit hardest when the next time comes.

This coincidence does not occur 
more than twice In a century, and It 
is only then that the Feast of Ascen­ 
sion can occur in April and then only 
on April 30.
